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Apple repair policy plays 
right Into thieves’ hands

When Apple set up its customer service plan 
for the iPhone, it seems to have had the best 
intentions in mind: Any phone under war- 
ranty can get serviced because it’s the phone 
that’s tied to the warranty, not the owner. 

So you don’t have to show up in person at 
an Apple store to get your phone fixed, which 
allows the common scenario of the boss send- 
ing his or her assistant to get repairs. Similarly 
someone who bought an phone from some- 
one else can get a repair without a hassle. 

This approach thrills many Apple owners, 
who have boasted on message boards of how 
generous some stores have been in replacing 
broken iPhones. But that same approach ap- 
parently has rewarded a lot of thieves. The 
ease of trading in stolen iPhones and selling 
their replacements makes them nearly as 


tempting as grabbing cash. 

In cities from coast to coast, reports of 
iPhone thefts are common. While some 
thieves sell the phones through the tradition- 
al channels of fencing stolen goods, examples 
abound of stolen iPhones being brought back 
to Apple, as if broken, for either replacement 
or a discount on a new unit. 

‘Apple seems to have not considered stolen 
devices and instead is relying on the honor 
system,” says Robert Siciliano, a consultant 
for Intel Corp’s technology security unit 
McAfee and an identity theft expert. “The 
honor system is devised with the mindset that 
we are all sheep and there are no wolves.” 

Siciliano says he has known of this problem 
for a while but doesn’t see any immediate so- 
lution. “Until consumers scream loud enough 
about this issue, Apple probably won’t do any- 
thing about it.” 

MIT graduate student Kayla Menard is 
among those who wants her voice to be heard 
screaming. She was sending a text from her 


3 -month-old iPhone while waiting for a train 
in Boston last month when someone snatched 
it from her hand and ran. 

Days later she received an automated email 
that her damaged phone was repaired at an 
Apple Store. She went to the store to try to 
get back her phone, but they wouldn’t hand it 
over to her, and she was told there was noth- 
ing they could do. “Because I don’t have pos- 
session of the phone, they won’t help me at 
all,” she says. 

Menard says she was astonished to find out 
that Apple wouldn’t help, even though the 
store had her phone. Because someone else 
had brought in the phone, she was told, the 
store could not return it to her. She says she 
believes the thief was sold a new phone at a 
discount. 

An Apple spokeswoman declined to com- 
ment on the issue of stolen iPhones being 
turned in at Apple stores, where they either 
are replaced or turned in for discounted re- 
placement phones.

Just how popular are iPhones for 
thieves? An internal New Tbrk City 
Police report found that cellphones 
and other gadgets were the target of 
half of the 16,000 robberies report- 
ed in NewTbrk between January and 
October 2011 and that 70 percent 
of all phones taken from subway 
and bus passengers were iPhones, 
according to the New %rk Daily 
News, which obtained the never- 
released document. 

That’s not a surprise to Michele 
Bosler, claims supervisor for gad- 
get insurer Worth Ave. Group, who 
explains that it has always been the 
case. “They are the most commonly 
stolen phone, but that has not in- 
creased in volume since they first 
came out onto the market.” 

The continuing problem of 
iPhone thefts has spurred the 
growth of applications intended to 
help users protect their data and 
catch thieves. One example is called 
iGotYa, which takes a photo of any- 
one who incorrectly types in the 
password on a locked phone. The 
photo then is emailed to the owner’s 
email address along with the loca- 
tion where the photo was taken. It’s 
probably not the solution, but it is 
an amusing idea.

Two years ago, Howard Brown was in trou- 
ble* Serious, we -might-have -to-shut-olT-thc-

tricity trouble* 

The Uptown health care facility, which 
serves thousands of T.GBT and HTV-positive 
clients, was being investigated for mismanag- 
ing millions in federal grant money The situa- 
tion was dire, with change coming in the hir- 
ing of a young, successful Chicago lawyer to 
lead the organization out of its troubles. 

What that CEO, Jamal Edwards, accom- 
plished in the time since is nothing short of 
miraculous, observers say. From a huge deficit 
a year and a half ago, I Toward Bro%vn has come 
full-circle to budget surpluses and financial 
stability Recently Crain's Chicago Business 
named Edwards, 35, one of its “40 Under 40,” 
another distinction. 

“I don’t know of anyone else in my profes- 
sional life who would have been able to pull 
off what he was able to pull off,” said Karma 
Israelsen, board chairwoman for Howard 
Brown. “He’s incredibly driven.” 

The accolades are backed up by hard facts. 
Edwards, who in mid-2010 took the reins of 
an organization with a $4 million budget hole, 
closed out Howard Brown’s fiscal year with a 
surplus of more than $i million and net assets 
of about $400,000, the organization said. 

Edwards’ path to the CEO spot wasn’t al- 
ways set in stone. He had some initial reser- 
vations about leaving a flourishing career as a 
partner specializing in patent law at high-pro- 
file firm Kirkland and Ellis. But as one of the 
attorneys working on I Toward Brown’s case, 
he intimately knew the problems the organi- 
zation was having and found he couldn’t turn 
his back on it. 

“I was ... hoping to God that T Toward Brown 
would find someone else to do this, because T 


was very happy w ith my career,” he said, but “T 
knew how severe the situation was, probably 
more so than a lot of other people.” 

He finally decided to take the job, which 
brought with it a pay cut and an end to his 
nine-year career at the firm* As Howard 
Brown’s CEO, Edwards turned out to be a 
master fundraiser, finding donations in part 
from big pockets such as GE, which grant- 
ed $250,000, but mostly from going hat in 
hand to the community In one year, about 
20,000 individual donors chipped in to raise 
$1.25 million, he said. 

“The people that supported it saw, again, 
some humility,” Edwards said* “I had to stand 
up in front of those cameras and all those peo- 
ple like you and say, ‘We screwed up. Not me, 
personally, but we as an institution screwed 
up. And we have a big problem.’ ” 

Courting small donations also turned out 
be much less expensive than throwing a fancy 
party according to Edwards, who said How- 
ard Brown spent only about S 10,000 to bring 
in that money. And he did all this as a single 
parent to his nearly 3-year- old son, Quinn, 
who gets the majority of his free time. 


“'Phat is my greatest mission in life,” he said* 
“You could spend all day trying to change poli- 
cies, trying to change laws, even change com- 
munities and not have as great of an impact 
as you can by raising one good, solid, decent 
human being*” 

Edwards’ proudest professional moment 
also was pretty grassroots, fixing a situation 
where the majority of Howard Brown em- 
ployees didn’t have health insurance because 
of a combination of high employee contribu- 
tion requirements and deductibles. 

“I thought that was a shame, because this 
was a health care institution,” he said. At the 
holiday party, he said, “more people I think 
probably cheered and toasted over [the fact 
that] for the first time, this institution has 
quality health benefits for the people who are 
giving health care to folks.” 

The transformation was complete* 

“For an institution that was about to close a 
year ago, I think that’s the thing that I’m most 
proud of, that we’re in a position to do stuff 
that’s going to help the Iblks that made sure 
we didn’t close,” Edwards said.

To find out more about the man 
behind the remarkable turn- 
around at Howard Brown, Red- 
Eye recently threw three ques- 
tions Edwards’ way 

What were your immediate 
goals after taking over? 

My priority was getting the 
trust back of the stakeholders 
who had the most concern. So it 
started with the federal govern- 
ment and taking some pretty 
significant steps to show them 
that I was different, that I was 
trustworthy and that I was de- 
termined to do everything in my 
power to turn things around. 

Was there ever any real fear that 
Howard Brown would perma- 
nently close? 

Before I came, no. After I came, 
yes. ... In September or so when 
{the grant money] went out, we 
had no more funds to operate 
really anything. We were short. 
We had a little bit of money left 
in some of our other accounts, 
but we were short at least a half a 
million dollars to get through the 
rest of the year. And that’s what 
precipitated the fundraising. 

How long will you be with 
Howard Brown? 

That has been heavy on my mind 
lately, mostly because this has 
been an exhausting experience 
beyond probably anybody’s com- 
prehension. I certainly want to 
see the institution put back firm 
and solid. ... I do want to be here 
long enough to put it in a place 
where it can never be in harm’s 
way again.

Legislation wouid require sites to say whether they do background checks

SPRINGFIELD If Shannon Sho waiter turned 
to the Internet to find love today, shed like to 
know whether the men posting profiles had un- 
dergone background checks. 

“It has become such a popular thing, and 
there arc a lot of weirdos out there,” said Show- 
alter, a 32-year-old from northwest suburban 
Lakewood who met the man she married on 
match.com. 

It's that lingering need for some measure of 
assurance that lawmakers in Illinois and across 
the nation are seeking to address. 

Legislation that^s surtaced in Springfield 
would require online dating services operating 
in Illinois to post prominently and repeatedly 
on their websites whether they do background 
checks on clients* 

If approved, the Illinois measure would go 
beyond disclosure laws already in place in a 
handful of states such as Texas, where Gov 
Rick Perry signed a similar bill last year before 
launching his Republican presidential bid. 

The issue of safety in online dating is more 
than academie, a point buttressed by cases 
pending in Cook County 

In one, a North Side public relations execu- 
tive who used a dating site to meet women for 
drinks was accused in September of sexually as- 
saulting two of his dates, one in a Lincoln Park 
parking garage. 

Jonathan and Karrah Cambry are unsure of 
the need for government intervention. ITie 
Chicago couple Googled each other before 
turning their dating site flirtation into a face-to- 
face situation, 'iliey dated for more than a year 
and got married in October. 

She is wary of how invasive the legislation 
might be, suggesting a crime committed during 
someone's youth could unfairly keep them off 
the site. 

'llie Illinois measure would, among other 
measures, force dating sites to disclose to cus- 
tomer whether they run criminal background 
checks before users can start contacting poten-

A'lany sites already post such advice. 

Companies that fail to follow the require- 
ments— or that say they do background checks 
when they don't— would violate state laws 
against consumer fraud and deceptive business 
practices. Each violation would carry a potential 
fine of up to S50,ooo.

But offense wasn’t the intent, 
according to John Sink, the direc- 
tor of production at Lisle-based 
Vid'lech Audio Visual 'lechnolo- 
gics, who produced the video. He 
said he was approached by the 
university to do something a little 
more “fun” than the standard vid- 
eos he shoots. 

“It was just a goof,” he said.

Meanwhile, a 21-year-old man was stabbed to death Saturday 
in the 2400 block of West Armitage Avenue in Logan Square, according 
to officials. Thirty-nine homicides have been logged so far this month. Police 
recorded 28 homicides in January 2011, RedEye data shows.

Police blog sparks debate after post

The post was vague, merely a picture of black 

electrical tape, the headline “%ur New G-8 

Best Friend” and some text about it covering 

“things.” 

But the commenters on the Second City 
Cop blog, popular with some Chicago police 
officers, seemed to know exactly to what the 
anonymous author was referring. They dis- 
cussed ways to cover badges, name tags and 
identifying information on helmets during 
the upcoming C-8 Summit, to be held in Chi- 
cago on May 19 and 20. The yearly meeting of 
eight major economic powers has drawn vio- 
lent protests in the past. 

The discussion came after a police officer 
recently was punished for covering identify- 
ing information on his uniform during an Oc- 
cupy protest in Oakland. 

Some commenters said that event was an 
example of how covering badges or names 
could be dangerous, but others alluded to 
ideas for how to better conceal their info. 


“If you want to COVER SOMETHING 
you can find on the Internet tape that is 
POWDER BLUE,” one commenter said. 
The Chicago police uniform has a powder- 
blue shirt. Another person suggested wearing 
a black mourning band that would “acciden- 
tally” slip and cover a star number. Others said 
they should use fake names on badges. 

The practice is prohibited by Chicago Po- 
lice Department regulations, according to 
Melissa Stratton, director of news affairs for 
the department. 

The blog posted an update Wednesday say- 
ing the initial post was meant to suggest cops 
cover their squad car windows with tape to 
prevent flying glass. 

“Nowhere, and we mean NOT A SINGLE 
[bleeping] INSTANCE, does the SCC blog 
advocate covering name tags with tape,” the 
new post read.

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Evans closes 
in on title shot

Rashad Evans has been here before— and it hasn’t 
worked out very well. 

A perfect storm of injuries to Evans, injuries to 
his opponents and a criticized decision to wait on 
the sidelines for a promised title shot have meant 
the Chicago-based fighter has fought just once in 
the past 20 months. 

But now Evans has a hometown fight at the 
United Center on Saturday as the headliner of a na- 
tionally televised UEC show on Eox, with another 
promise of a title shot if he can get past Phil Davis. 

The trash talk between the two has been mild, 
but started to get more fevered last week. And on 
Wednesday Davis reminded the media that his 
wrestling credentials at Penn State are superior to 
Evans’ at Michigan State. 

“Phil’s a nice guy— Phil’s not really a fighter,” Ev- 
ans said Wednesday after a workout at the Chicago 
Boxing Club in Bridgeport. 

Evans’ (16-1-1, ii-i-i UEC) road back to the light 
heavyweight title he once held has been a strange 
one. 

He got a title shot against Mauricio “Shogun” 
Rua after a May 2010 win but had to wait for Rua 
to return from injury He waited, but was injured 
a month before the fight and Jon Jones, an Evans 
training partner, got the shot. Jones dominated Rua 
and won the title. Evans has been dogged by bad 
timing in his pursuit of him for the past 10 months. 

“Eve had the privilege to be a contender a couple 
of times,” Evans said, “but Em still yet to fight for 
the belt. No matter what, I will get a title shot.” 

Evans and Davis headline at the sold-out United 
Center. The co-main event also has title implica- 
tions in the middleweight division, with the win- 
ner of Chael Sonnen-Michael Bisping advancing to 
face champion Anderson Silva this summer— likely

Chicago police officer 
making a name for 
himself as UFC fighter

Mike Russow’s life sounds like the stuff block- 
buster action movies are made of— on paper 
at least. 

By day— er, night actually— the 35-year-old 
works the beat as a police officer in Chicago’s 
Grand Crossing District on the South Side. 
But when he’s not wearing his Chicago Police 
Department uniform, you might find him in 
workout gear as he trains for an upcoming 
mixed martial arts fight. 

That’s what he’s been doing a lot of recent- 
ly as the 35-year-old Mount Greenwood man 
prepares for his big hometown debut in the 
UFC on Saturday night at the United Center. 
Russow, 6-foot-i and 225 pounds, is sched- 
uled to take on fellow heavyweight John-Olav 
Einemo. 

But as exciting as that sounds, the reality of 
his day-to-day grind has less in common with 
Hollywood and more to do with his blue-col- 
lar, South Side roots. 

“It’s reaUy tough because I work my beat 
from 5 p.m. to 2:30 a.m. and then I sleep, get 
up, eat, practice and train around noon and 
then do it all over again,” said Russow, who 
said he’s used almost all of his vacation time to 
take the month of January off to fully prepare 
for Saturday’s fight. 

Need further proof he’s just a regular Joe 
with a cool side gig? Russow refuses to use a 
nickname, even though he fights alongside 
UFC fighters with flashy monikers such as 
“Rampage” and “Iceman.” 

“Nah, I just go by my real name,” Russow 
said. “I’m not a nickname kind of guy” 

His size and stature stand out, but Russow 
goes about his business with such quiet hu- 
mility that many are surprised when they hear 
about his head-busting moonlighting gig, said 
Tony Petrancosta, Russow’s CPD partner of 
six years. 

“When you tell people Mike’s a UFC fight- 
er, they say ‘Really?’ ” Petrancosta said. “He is 
a big badass, but he doesn’t come off as one. 
He’s a real down-to-Earth guy, who is really 
sweet and humble.”

His sweet disposition is less evident in the 
octagon, where he has fought his way to an 
impressive 14-1 overall record, including an 
undefeated 3-0 record in UFC fights. Argu- 
ably the biggest thing that has prevented him 
from racking up more victories is his history 
of injuries. 

He’s fought only three times since 2007, 
partly due to a long recovery from elbow 
surgery and a broken arm suffered in a fight 
against Todd Duffee in UFC 114, a match 
Russow actually won via knockout as an un- 
derdog. He also was scheduled for a match in 
October, but his opponent was disqualified 
after failing his pre-fight drug screening. 

“I’ve had some bad luck since I joined 
UFC,” he said. “Ideally I’d like to fight three 


times a year, and I’m hoping that happens in 
2012.” 

Russow succeeds in the ring with a grind-it- 
out fighting style that matches his personality 

“What I’m best at is the ground and pound, 
and trying to take someone down and get a 
submission,” he said. 

Down-on-the-mat action is something 
Russow has experienced since high school, 
when he was a state champion wrestler. He 
also wrestled at Eastern Illinois University, 
where UFC legend Matt Hughes was an as- 
sistant coach. 

Russow became a fan of mixed martial arts 
in the ’90s and began dabbling in boxing and 
MMA. He considered becoming a full-time 
fighter early in his career, but opted instead 
for a less risky job with the CPD that could 
ensure he could pay his mortgage and provide 
for his wife and child. 

“There were times I wish I would have 
fought right out of college, but I’m 35 years 
old now, and I can’t complain,” he said. “I’ve 
got a good life and a good job.” 

Of course, there are times when Russow’s 


mixed martial arts experience is useful during 
his job as a patrolman. 

“Sometimes you have to wrestle with of- 
fenders, you know, because there’s a lot of 
people who don’t like to be arrested, so there 
are certain situations where the training 
helps,” Russow said. 

His size and brute strength also come in 
handy when it comes to busting down locked 
doors when his squad is executing search war- 
rants, Petrancosta said. 

“He’s the guy that takes the door down, 
and for some people it takes a few hits, but 
for Mike, it usually gets slammed open right 
away” he said. 

But other than those rare moments, Russow 
is no action hero at work, Petrancosta said. 

“What happens in the ring is different than 
what happens on the street. Most of our job 
is verbally talking to people and keeping situ- 
ations from getting worse and as non-violent 
as possible,” he said. ‘And that’s Mike— he’s a 
very peaceful guy” 

Until you get him in the octagon.

Men embrace edgy but tailored hairstyle from ‘Boardwalk Empire’

What if I don’t have the head (or hair) 
to carry it off? 

Michael Pitt could carry off the Darmody 
coif because it was specifically designed for 
him based on the men’s hairstyles in vogue 
in the 1920s. But if your noggin doesn’t 
make you a natural, a skilled stylist can still 
help you achieve a Prohibition-era vibe. 
“I can taper up the sides to give it a 1920s 
look, part it on the side and put a little bit 
of product in it,” Baxter Finley Barber & 
Shop owner Mastey says. “%u’re going to 
look like maybe you could be a character 
on ‘Boardwalk Empire,’ but it just won’t be 
Jimmy Darmody”

If the 20 -something guy from the mailroom, 
your waiter and hipster music moguls all seem 
to be sporting the same haircut— trimmed 
buzz-cut short on the sides, left long on the 
top and swept back from the forehead— it’s 
not your imagination. It’s “Boardwalk Em- 
pire.” Or, more precisely it’s a throwback 
haircut from Prohibition-era America, rein- 
troduced in all its dapper disheveled-ness by 
Michael Pitt’s James “Jimmy” Darmody char- 
acter on the HBO series. 

J.P Mastey founder of the Baxter Finley 
Barber & Shop in L.A. says the style has 
been popular for the past nine months 
to a year. Supercuts’ senior artistic 
director, Melanie Ash, agrees, say- 
ing that in most parts of the country, 
“the style is slightly less exagger- 
ated.” 

They give the show— and Pitt’s 
character— props for bringing the 
style to the public consciousness, but 
they and other industry observers say 
other factors are at work. One is the 
current pop culture embrace of all 
things 1920S and ’30s, as exempli- 
fied in films such as “The Artist” 
and “Hugo,” and fashion for spring. 

Whatever the case, the retro- 
flavored ’do is the coif du jour 
among Millennial males. And 
here’s how you can make the cut. 

What should I ask for? 

Some folks refer to it as an under- 
cut. Others call it the Jimmy, the 
Darmody or the Michael Pitt. Al- 


though most barbers and stylists will prob- 
ably know what you’re talking about. Super- 
cuts’ Ash offers a concise description: ‘Ask 
for a cut that’s shorter through the sides, 
clippered up all the way, disconnected and 
left with length through the top.” Or take in 
a photo of the style. 

How do I take care of it? 

The experts agree that using some sort of 
hair product is key, especially if the hair on 
top of the head is left as long— and swept 
back as dramatically— as that of Pitt’s char- 
acter. The cut’s creator, Francesca Paris, uses 
American Crew’s Grooming Cream to keep 
Jimmy Darmody’s hair in place. 

How often should I come back? 

The rate at which hair grows varies from person 
to person, but most men make a return clip 
trip every three to four 
weeks. A guy opting 
for the more ex- 
treme version of 
the Darmody— 
with the sides 
clipped quite 
short— should ex- 
pect to darken the 
doorstep of his bar- 
bershop about every 
two weeks.

T'he one-name-only narrator of the 'TIoney Bad- 
ger Do At Care^^ video first launched his creation 
early last year. T'he video of wildlife documentary 
footage of “the most fearless animal in all of the ani- 
mal kingdom” dubbed over with hilariously R-rated 
commentary drew more than 33 million YouTube 
views and became one of 20 it’s most popular viral 
videos, 

Randall has now leveraged that success into sev- 
eral spinoff projects, including a doll, a reality TV 
show being shopped around, two iPhone and An- 
droid apps and a gossipy yet informative adult ani- 
mal picture book titled “Honey Badger Don’t Care: 
Randall’s Guide to Crazy, Nastyass Animals,” which 
came out Tuesday 

So what’s it Hke to be Randall, who prefers to re- 
main anonymous? We called the L.A. resident— a 
native New Yorker whose father was a cameraman 
for the “Mutual of Omaha’s Wild Kingdom” TV 
show— to find out. 

How does Honey Badger feel about being a star? 

I think the honey badger feels pretty good be- 
cause now more people are aware of the fact that 
they’re not endangered but they’re on the brink of 
near-threatened as a species just because a lot of 
beekeepers are starting to kill them. So the more 
press and attention that they get, the better it is for 
them in terms of preserving their species. 

But I think that the thing is really going to the 
honey badger’s head, to be quite honest with you, 
{Laughs.] Tf you thought it didn’t care much then, it 
really doesn’t care much now And now it has more 
reason — it’s like, ^‘Oh, this is what people want me 
to do— not care? No problem!” [Toughs,] 


As a kid, did you watch ''Wild ICittgdotn” at home 
and narrate it? 

Papa would come home and just have that footage. 
It was such a thrill. Of course, all the footage he 
would show us would be silent so it was marvelous, 
lie would set up the projector and I would just go 
to town. I was so little; sometimes I didn’t even 
know what the hell I was looking at so I would just 
describe what was going on. 

And I did watch “Wild Kingdom.” I loved it! 

I rarely had anything to do with those people or 
{host] Marlin [Perkins], But T had a little crush on 
{later host] Jim [Fowler]; I’ll be the first to admit it. 

What animal in the book will star in the next video? 

The first one that T would have my eyes on is prob- 
ably the opossum, just to get over my fear of them. 
They really scare the crap out of me —it freaks me 
out that they hiss. I think they’re nasty 
and I think it’s time people know the 
truth about opossums. As you can 
imagine, I get a lot of requests 
to “do this animal, do this 
animal.” I think the opossum 
would be fun and also the 
Tasmanian devil because 
they’re kind of as crazy and 
nasty as the honey badger, 
just in terms of what they 
eat and how they operate. 

Which has the most interesting 
dating and mating habits? 

The tarsier, because aside from 
being just crazy— I mean, you can look 
in their face and it’s just like, what the hell is 
that? —what’s really funny is, when they hook up, 
it only takes about a minute or so and then they’re 
done. And what’s interesting to me is that they’re a 
species that’s endangered yet they’re born without 
siblings.

Yoi/re pitcitiitg a TV show called "Hon- 
ey Badger U” where you’re featured as a 
life sciences professor. Is this a combina- 
tion of animation and videos? 

Yes, it would be like an animated me in a class- 
room and then wc cut to the live footage and 
the narrations. But then it branches off and does a 
whole bunch of other things. 

To be honest with you, T tried last year another 
approach, a straight-up animal wildlife show. But it 
was really weird. The whole reason why I don’t give 
my last name ever or the reason why no one ever 
sees me is just ’cause I’m very shy and 
I feel it takes away from the whole 
point of what I’m trying to do 
here. 

When we were pitching 
the concept of a show, it 
was always just narration 
or you would see bits of 
my body but you would 
never actually see me.
